The Kasher Meat Enguiry. 

CONSIDERABLE satisfaction will be felt by the public inthe fact— 
communicated in the letter we publish elsewhere from Mr. Paun 
GOODMAN ‘the Secretary ofthe Shechita Board'!—tbat a Coinmittee 
of Investigation concerning the supply of kasher meat in the 
Metropolis bas been set up, as we long ago suggested should be 
done, and as was urged upon the Board by the CHler Rabkyr, 
It is a matter for regret that the announcement concern- 
ing the Committee, which was made to the board at its 
last meeting by the President, did not appear in our report 
o! the proceedings. The omission can be accounted for only 
by the circumstance we explain in the note appended to Mr. 
GOODMAN'S letter, and we cannot refrain from expressing surprise 
that it was not corrected in our last week's issue. This would have 
avoided the unintentional misrepresentation of the matter made by 
one of our contributors, for which the officials or the hon. 
Ollicers of the Board really have the responsibility. How- 
ever, the Committee has now been set up, and ihat, as we 
say 18 all to the good. Its composition will command general 
respect and confidence, for it appears to be fairly representative. 
“e hope that it will report as early as the thorough investigation 
demanded will allow. In the meantime, though we should hardly 
call the question, as does Mr. GOODMAN, sub judice, discussion 
upon it, before the Committee is able to complete its 
labours, would hot only be futile in itself, but also 
hardly considerate or helpful to the ladies and gentlemen who 
have undertaken the task of investigation. The point raised 
last week by “ MENTOR’ concerning the importation under licence 
by the Ecclesiastical Authorities of kasher-killed foreign meat, is 
by no means the simple one he seems to suppose. Consistent 
as 38 his argument, there is no gainsaying the confusion 
and misunderstanding that are likely to result if the 
CHIEF Rabbi and his colleagues in thewleast degree are 
made to appear as giving countenance ‘to neglect of the 
Kashering” process as part of the method whereby meat is 
rendered fit for consumption by Jews. None the less, it ‘is as well 
lor the question so be adumbrated, if only so that it may be 
considered. It is not impossible that such consideration may resalt 
in the finding of a way out of the present difficulty which will secure 
hasher meat at a moderate price to the Jewish public and yet 
conform strictly to Jewish law and practice. 


“Jews En Masse.’’ 

A LETTER appeared in the last issue of the Nation and 
Alhenaum which is of more than passing interest. It was written 
by Mrs. Henrierra O. BARNETT, and referred to an allegation that 
had been made that the work of “Settlements” (such as Toynbee 
Hall) had been spoilt by the incursion of Jews into the neigh- 
bourhood in which these “Settlements” labour.

. when Jews invade a neighbourhood the Gentiles leave 
it. ‘The latter do not like the Jews en masse, though individual 
Gentiles may appreciate individual Jews. This feeling, be it called 
foolish prejudice or Wise instinct, explains the fact of Ghettoes in 
ail towns where there are Jews, in the new world as wel! as in the 
old nations 

To me this seems the strongest reason for Zionism. It is bad te 
be hated, it is worse to hate; but if the Jews would bravely leave the 
llesbpots of the various Egypts in which they now live, assemble 
somewhere and make a nation, they would bear their own responsi- 
bilities and reap the rewards or punishments of their own virtues or 
shortcomings. 

Scattered, these great people often annoy and create discord— 


united, they might again have something really valuable to teach the 
Gentile world. 


The suggestion that Jews the world over suould sacrifice their 
citizen rights and migrate ‘somewhere,’ may be dismissed as 
ridiculous and altogether unworthy. Jews have as incontestable a 
right as any other people to inhabit the countries of which they are 


nationals, and tosuggest that they should pander to prejudice by 


removing to some ahnamed Erehwoén is merely nonsense. But, it 
seems to us that Mrs. BARNETT has faithfully interpreted a prevail. 
ing sentiment when she declares that Gentiles do not like 
Jews en masse, though individual Gentiles may appreciate individual 
Jews. How true this is we have learnt from the assurance forced 
upon us by almost every anti-Semite that he numbers Jews among 
his personal friends. And, however much this feeling about Jews 
may be held to be deplorable, the point we bave to grasp is that 
if ig a fact. About that, we fear, there cannot be two opinions. 
How, then, can Jews meet this condition with which they are 
confronted? Shall they stand to their ground and live it down? 
If is a brave thought—braver, perbaps, than leaving what Mrs. 
BARNETT calls the flesh-pots of the various Egypts in which they 
now live.. Forthousands of years they have been trying to live down 
the sentiment and to overcome it. And they have done so at an 
appalling cost, the most appalling being the risks to which they have 
exposed Judaism, as is painfully evident in the signs of decay which 
it to-day exhibits. The alternative is the one suakested by Mrs. 
BARNETT, tbat Jews should form out of themselves a nhktion whereby 
they would bear their own responsibilities and reap the rewards or 
puvishments of their own virtues or shortcomings, and where. united, 
they might again have something really valuable to teach the Gentile 
world. That is the doctrine of Jewish nationalism, and so far as that 
aspect of it is concerned it is an attempt to overcome anti-Semitic 
sentiment among non-Jews. Altogether the letter which Mrs, 
BARNETT sent to our Contemporary is one which Jews would do well 
to ponder over. for it is a revealing contribution upon the Jewish 
problem and only thosé Jews who, to quote a favourite analogy of 
the late Professor MANDELSTAMM, view the Jewish situation as with 
blinkers. will dismiss Mrs. BARNETT Ss letter with a contemptuous 
reference to it as only yet another anti-Semitic pin-prick. 
Cruelty to 

Tue appeal, which we publish in another column, from the 
BisHor OF BIRMINGHAM and others, will surely not go unheeded by 
Jews. Itis for funds, which will enable those who are endeavouring 
to prevent a particularly heartless form of cruelty to animals, te 
pursue their good work. ‘The training of animals for public per- 
formances involves, there can be no question, much suffering to the 
dumb brutes. and it is torture inflicted upon them only so-that 
human beings sball be amused. Many of the tricks, to which 
for this purpose these animals are trained, are quite foreign te 


their habits and ways, therefore unnatural and hence vulgar, 


So that from every point of view the practice is indefensible. 
Even the ingenuity displayed by the trainers is, at best, 
talent severely misplaced, and, at worst, capacity exercised 
in an evil way that might easily be employed for better things. 
Defence of animals from cruelty is peculiarly a Jewish cause. 
It is traditionally so, as witness the Bible and the Rabbinical 
teachings on the subject, while the identification of Jews in all ages 
with efforts for suppressing ill-treatment of animals is proof that 
the influence of ancient Jewish doctrine is still strong upon us. 
The response by Jews to the letter, to which we are venturing te 
direct attention, ought to be generous and prompt.

HE Argentine Jurist, Dr. Juan Garay, purposes to come to 
Europe and place himself en rapport with the League of 

Nations Assembly at Geneva, for the purpose of suggesting 

that the States, members of the League of Nations, should 

agree to adopt a uniform regulation in regard to the conferment of 
citizenship upon aliens. Dr. Garay’s idea is to obtain acceptance 
of the principle that pow prevails in the Argentine, that aliens 
resident in a country, who have been resident in that country 
for five years, and have permanent occupation there, should be 
entitled to acquire automatically the citizenship of the country 
without the necessity, for any legal proceedings and without 
renouncing the nationality of their native country. Dr. Garay is to 
speak at some of the Universities in Great Britain and other 
countries upon the subject, and he is receiving warm support 


in bis enterprise from, among others, Senor Orlando, Italian 


ex-Premier. 


Automatic Naturalisation. 


Not being versed in the least degree in the intricate subject of 
International Law, I should be loth indeed to express any view as 
to the legal bearing of I’r. Garay's proposal]. But there can be little 
doubt that it is a move in the right direction. For it would tend to 
break down the arms-lengthedness’ which now prevails between 
nations, and which inevitably tends to national antipathy, festering, 
when the necessary elements of disagreement and discord are pre- 
cent, into international contest and war. The brotherhood of all 
peoples is a cherished Jewish doctrine, and (leaving aside (what 
legal objections might be raised’ | can see no reason why, if 
® man cares to take up his residence and pursue. his voca- 
tion in any given country he should not, when that residence 
becomes permanent, be able to claim, as a right, the advantages, as 
well as the responsibilities, of citizenship. It occurs to me that 
some such plan as that proposed by Dr. Garay would save the 
countries adopting it from many of the so-cal'ed perils to which 
they now are liable from having large alien populations in their 
midst, 

lt is manifest that the alien population of every country would 
be considerably reduced if, after a term of residence, such as tive 
years, an alien could automatically obtain naturalisation. 
Many are now deterred from doing so by the expense 
and the formalities. involved, and this is altogether apart 
from the disinclination which has been shown in some countries, 
as, for instance, here in England since the war, to naturalise any 
aliens, to say nothing of the bar which was placed by Parliament 
upon the naturalisation of ex-enemy subjects. Another great 
advantage that strikes me in Dr. (:aray's proposal is the elimination 
of the police from the naturalisation process. I have always 
thought it a mistake to make naturalisation dependent upon a 
police report. On all hands, therefore, Dr. Garay's proposal seems 
® most valuable one—again, I say, subject to any difficulties that 
might be raised from the point-of view of international law. 


The Ito and Galveston. 


it is to be hoped that I may be forgiven for a slight omission 
for which I was responsible in my contribution to this column of 
the week before last. I wrote, in reference to the Galveston 
work of the Ito, that ‘thousands of Jews who arrived at New 
\ork were shepherded to Galveston and induced not to go else- 
Where.’ I, of course, should have written the two words “ would 
bave’ before the word “ arrived,’ as both the context and common- 
sense would seem to show. Surely no one who read my words could 
have supposed that I thought that the Ito gathered up the immigrants 
as they came to New York, and then sent them on to Galveston! 
We Jews sometimes do things in a roundabout way, but surely, 
allowing immigrants to arrive in New York and then re-shipping 
them to Texas, would be too roundabout a precess even for us, 
especially as there is direct access from Europe to Galveston. 
Obviously, the very essence of the Ito’s scheme was that these 
immigrants should not get to New York at all, but should be induced 
to ship to Galveston as a convenient centre whence they 
might become distributed in the Western, instead of the Eastern, 
States. | 


This is im reply to a letter which appeared in last week's 
Jewish Chronicle from Mr. Israel Zangwill, the founder and 
President of the Ito. I do not, in the circumstances, regret the 
“omission of those two little words because they gave Mr. Zangwill 
& peg upon which to hang his statement in reference to the 
present position of the Ito, and the assurance that though it 
sleepeth it is not dead. That is good news hecause, if the 
offer of a Settlement for Jews in Mexico (Mr. Zangwill 
refers to if as Lower California) fructifies into a’ practical 
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proposal, then the Ito Organisation might do some consider 
able service to Jews if it could be roused from its condition which 
Mr. Zangwill (somewhat euphemistically, it occurs to me) calls 
quiescent. He assures us that “our immigrants” are not in 
any peculiar danger from the growth and the influence gained 
by the Ku Klux Klan in Texas, since, so he wishes us to 
imply, they all went further west. Doubtless most of those whom 
the Ito was able to shepherd to Galveston did so, but my 
information points to the fact that a certain number took 
up their abode in Texas. Im any case there has been in that 
state of the Union a very considerable growth of Jewish population 
during recent years. Far be it from me to create or adopt what 
Mr. Zangwill terms a myth that is likely to shadow what work the 
Ito has been able to perform. I merely called attention to the 
strange but significant coincidence that the place in which the Ku 
Klux Klan had gainedsuch a striking success was precisely the 
one to which Jewish immigration? had been directed through the 
ellorts of a Jewish organisation. 


Foreign-Killed Kasher Meat. 


My letter bag this week has been inundated with communi- 
cations from far and wide, in reference to what I said in this 
column last week about the price of kasher meat. My correspondents 
are unanimous in saying that the prices charged are scandalous, 
and to persons of moderate means, intolerable. They are by no 
means so unanimous, however, respecting my suggestion in regard to 
theimportation of kasher killed foreign meat, and its sale here underthe 
authority of the Chief Rabbi and the other ecclesiastical authorities. 
Indeed, I have been subjected not only to a _ coneiderable 
amount of furious resentment, but also to a great deal of misunder- 
standing, as some of the letters amply testify. ‘These corre- 
spondents are under the delusion that 1 wished to make light of 
the “ kashering’ process as applied to meat, and, indeed, thought it 
of such little account that, as one correspondent puts it, I urged that 
people might eat meat that was killed kasher, but had not been sub. 
sequently ‘kashbered, and rest assured that they had conformed to the 
demands of Jewish law. Nothing could have been further from my . 
intention, and, really. it is difficult to see how what | wrote could 
be so interpreted with any fair or reasonable reading ot it. 


People who, having read what I wrote, come toanysuch conclusion 
as that to which I refer, must, I fear, be blinded with the bemusement 
of bigotry. The one purpose I had in making the suggestion was 
to prevent the present disregard of kashruth going further than it 
has gone, and it seemed to me that the suggestion I made would 
stay the undoubted tendency. Heaven forfend that | should say a word 
which would encourage those who now [carry out the dictates of 
Judaism, by subjecting meat, before consuming it, tothe” kashering ” 
process, to neglect that ordinance. My purpose was to induce 
those who now never think of “ kashering”’ their meat to eat fasher 


killed meat instead of having recourse to trefah. 1 said that 
it was a matter for the Ecclesiastical Authorities to decide, whether 
in their view it were better that people should eat kasier auilled 


meat which could not be “ kashered” rather than (because they 
will not or cannot pay the price of kasher meat as now sold, which 
they would never think of “ kashering”) they should be allowed to 
drift inte the growing band of those who eat trefuh. 1! ventured 
my own opinion, for what it was worth, that the partial observance 
of the dietary law involved in eating kasher killed meat—pariial 
because the meat is not entirely kasher until it is kasherea ——was 
better than its entire abrogation, such as to so woful an extent now 
prevails. 

And now, may | retail a story told by one of my correspondents, 
which be has the hardibood toassure meisatrueone’ He says that 
a lady called upon a Jewish butcher and asked to be supplied with

J) M. Lissack, to contradict 
the assertions of ‘ Mentor” in your last week’sissuethat’ . . . at 
a meeting fof the Shechita Board) held at the end of last moatb, not a 
single word was said about the Committee of Enquiry,” and “ ses 
the last meeting of the Shechita Board reveals not a word concerning tho 
fate of the Committee of Enquiry.” 


The Peesident reported to the Board at the meeting in question 
that a Committee of Inquiry~to investigate the alleged overcharges 
in the prices of Kasher meat had been formed by the Executive 
- Committee, comprising the Chief Rabbi, Dayan A. Feldman, representing 
the Ecclesiastical Authorities; Mr. J. M. Lissack and Mr. J. Jacobs, 
President and Vice President, respectively, and Mr. W. T. Leviansky, 
representing the Board of Shechita; Mrs. B. L. Q. Henriques: (repre. 
senting the East End), and Mrs. DL. Bueno de Mesquita (representing 
the West Ead), appointed by the Union of Jewish Women; Mr. A. E. 
Franklin, J.P., and Mr. KE. W. Schiff, O.B.E. The President 
also stated that he had been elected Chairman of the Committee 
which, up to the present, bad met on three occasions; that 
the Committee had interviewed wholesa!e and retail butchers, and had 
issued a juestionnaire to members of the community in different parts of 
London enjuiring the prices paid by them for meat, further, that 
meetings of the Committee would be resumed immediately after the 
summer vacation, and a report presented in due course 

It must bo obvious that, as the matter is sud /). dice, no further details 
could be given at the meeting. ‘This also precludes me from replying to 
the whole of * Mentors” article, and, therefore, it must not be assumed 
that the remainder of the article is correct.

Anti-Seusitic Chief of Police. 


ATTACK ON JEWISH PAPERS. 


(From our Correspondent. | 


BUDAPEST. 


Mr. Nadassy, the Hungarian Chief of Police, recently delivered an 
anti-Semitic address at a celebration in honour cf another police captain. 
Speaking in favour of ‘consolidation ” in Hungary, he endeavoured to 
confuse in the minds of his hearers the social democrats with the 
communists, and the commuaists with the Jews. Mr. Nadassy concluded 
his remarks by saying, “One or two vile Jews shall not siatch the banner 
from our grasp.” The well-known journal, ') Aetes, comments on the 
enormity of giving expression to anti Semitic views before the police, 
whose duty it is to protect Jews and non-Jews alike. 

In the Chamber of Deputies last month, Mr. Tibor Eckhardt. 
demanded the suppression of the “ destructive” papers Vilag, Mst, Pest: 
Nap!o, and Magyarorszao. Commenting upon this, a Berlin daily writes 
that it would be scandalous if the Hungarian reactionary clements 
succeeded in stopping the publication of the independent Magyar journals. 
the patriotism of which is beyond question, merely because they aro 
owned and edited by Jews. 


New Polish Premier and the Jews. 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL OF VILNA DISMISSED. 
(from our Correspondent, | WARSAW. 

The new Polish Premier, Mr. Novak, recently received the Jewish 
deputies, and assured them of his intention to observe the minority 
clauses of the Treaty, and to accord full rights to the Jews. He also 
promised to deal with the Jewish problem in the course of bis first speech 
in the House. 

Mr. Novak fulfilled his promise when, ia his first statement of the 
Cabinet policy, he spoke of the necessity of carrying out the Minority 
Clauses of the Treaty, and of making no distinction of race or creed 
between Polish citizens. A vote of confidence in the new Premier was 
carried by 193 votes to 15\. 

The Government has dismissed Mr. Konasevaky, Governor Genera! 
of Vilna, in consequence of his failure to prevent the recent pogrom in 
that city. The Chief of Police, Mr. Grabowsky, was decorated, in recog 
nition of the energetic measures he took to protect the Jows during the 
disturbances. 

Another blood-libel agitation is reported from Lodz. A Christian 
woman who had been accidentally wounded accused the Jews of having 
attemp‘ed to murder her for ritual purposes. Police investigations 
demonstrated the falsity of the chargs, when order was restored. 

Great damage has been done bby floods to the city of Bielostok, the 
popalation of which is mainly Jewish. Many synagogues and the Jewish 
Schools were ruined. A large number of factories and business premises 
were destroyed, and thousands of the inhabitants were left homeless. 
The damage is said to amount to hundreds of millions of marks. 


Hungarian Anti-Semitism. 
PERCENTAGE NORM TO CONTINUE. 


(From Correspondent} VIENNA. 

The Vienna Town Council continues its policy of dismissing Jewish 
employees. The anti-Semites have introduced a bill into the Counc! 
to impose a tax of two thousand crowns on all foreigners résiding in thu 
city. ‘This proposed tax is directed entirely against Jews. 

Bishop Balthazar, the pro- Jewish Hungarian prelate who is touring 
America, bas made strong protests against the anti-Semitic régime. Also 
Mr. Vakots recently madea speech in the Hungarian Parliament, io 
which he characterised the anti Semitic movement as an unchristiau 
phenomenon. 

The Hungarian Varliament has rejected the motions for the abolition 
of the percentage norm for Jews in the universities and for the closing of 
the internment camps. At the same time, however, the proposal to 
enquire into Jewish ownership of land, with a view to restricting it, has 
also been defeated. 


Minority Rights in Lithuania. 
JEWS AND THE UNIVERSITIES. 
[From owr Correspondent. | KOVNO 


The Lithuanian Parliament has adopted the third reading of the 
Articles of the Constitution which accord to the National Minorities the 
right to impose taxes on the communities, and which make religious 
education“‘tn schools compulsory. Dr. Soloveitchik has as yet failed, 
however, to induce the House to consider the question of the formatiou 
ofa Ministry for Jewish affairs. 

For some time past Lithuanian Jewish students have been refused 
ecaaneg to Latvian Universities. Since negotiations between the two 
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Governments on this point have been without effect, the Lithuanian 
authorities have now decided not to admit Latvian Jews to their h'gh 
dchools. 

The Latvian Jewish deputies are opposing the new Cabinet under 
the leadersbip of the former vi Meierovic, in consequence of 
his failure to secure national rights for fhe Jews. 

Rabbi Poppel, on behalf of the Jewish deputies, delivered a speech in 
the House, favouring the abolition of capita) punishment. 


Communists and Jewish Labour. 
RUSSIAN EMIGRATION, 


| From our Correspondent. | RIGA, 

The Communists have started a campaign against the separate 
Jewish labour organisations in Russia. They desire to incorporate the 
Jewish organisations in the general non-Jewish labour unions. 

The Warsaw United Jewish Emigration Committee bas concluded an 
agreement with the Soviet Government regarding emigration from Russia. 
The Committee assumes responsibility for the railway fares and visas of 
the emigrants. 

The American Joint Distribution Committee has made a grant of 
one hundred thousand dollars to the Jewish Colonies in South Ruagsia. | 

The partial demobilisation of the Red Army in Ukraine has increased 


unemployment there. In some places the disbanded recruits started 
mutinies against the Government and attacked the Jews. 


Anti-Semitism in Czecho-Slovakia.

From our Correspondent. | PRAGUE, 


The Jewish leaders have made strong representations to the Premier 
of Czecho-Slovakia against the astounding conduct of a member of the 
Cabinet, Mr. Udrzal. The Minister not only refused to give a contract to 
a Jewish firm, but when he was asked as to the reason that had prompted 
him to put aside the lowest tender, he referred in a very insulting manner 
to the Jews, and said that he declined to deal with them. In the mean. 
time, the anti-Semitic agitator, Madam Bik-Kuneticta, is touring the 
country propagating anti-Semitism and attackine the pro- Jewish President 
Masaryk. 


A deputation of tradesmen bas approached the Government on the 
question of the cancelled licences for public houses (mainly Jewish), and 
requested the Ministry to renew thein for one year. 


The “ Alliance” in Holland. 
ASYLUM FOR THE WEAK-MINDED. 


{From our Correspondent. | AMSTERDAM. 

Representatives from the affiliated branches in al! parts of the 
country of the Nederlands section of the Alliance Israclite Universelle 
assembled at the recent annual meeting. Mr. B. KE. Asscher, of Amster- 
dam, the President, was in the chair. in bis opening remarks the Chair- 
man referred to an attack upon the Alliance and upon bimself for the 
4ionistic Jeanings of the organisation, by the Dutch newspaper, the 
Israelietische Weekbiad. He pointed out that the Alliance was one of 
the pioneers in the colonisation of Palestine, and had used its influence 
ever since to encourage cmigration to tbat country. Mr. Leoni, the 
Secretary, in giving a review of the year's work, said thatthe Society had 
about 500 members in Amsterdam, and that the entire Dutch membership 
amounted to some 2,000. Up till now the membersbip had suffered on 
account of the doubts concerning the orthodoxy of the Al/iance, as an 
organisation, but be pointed out that within recent years it had again 
received the support of their Chief Rabbis, and that Chief Rabbi Onder- 
wijzer, of Amsterdam, had become their Honorary President. He now 
looked forward to a large increase in the membership of an institution 
was rendering invaluable} services to the Jews of the world at 
arge. 

A year during which excellent work has been achieved was the 
record given at the annual meeting held in Amsterdam of the Central 
Jewish Asylum for the Weak-Minded, situated at Apeldoom. Unfortu. 
nately, the number of patients had rendered necessary an extension of 
the institution, and a new wing had been opened during the year. 
Although it was originally intended that the institution should accommo- 
date three hundred patients, it was reported that the number of inmates 
amounted to double that figure. In the three classes, of patients, the 
total sum received in the form of fees amounted to 10,179 guidens, while 
the total income during 1921 amounted to 632,405 guldens. 


New Naturalisation Law in Danzig. 
— 
NATIONAL AUTONOMY IN LITHUANIA. 


The Senate of the Free Town of Danzig issued last year a Bill on 
naturalisation which greatly prejudiced the rights of the Jews in that 
town. The Committee of Jewish Delegations has, in consequence, 
approached many intiuential quarters on the matter, and has presented a 
series of memoranda to the League of Nations. In the new law promul- 
gated on June 15th, the Free Town is seen to have partially acceded tc 
the demands of the Committee. Five years’ residence is now a sufticient 
qualification for naturalisation instead of the ten years previously 
required, and any applicant who is denied the right of naturalisation is 
now authorised to lodge, within four weeks, a complaint with the Supreme 
Court of the Free Town of Danzig. 

The Committee of Jewish Delegations has received telegraphic 
information from Dr. Boloveitchik, Minister for Jewish Affairs in 
Lithuania, that Jewish national autonomy in that country has been 
finally approved by the Lithuanian Sejm at the third reading. 


Jewish World Relief Conference. 


MEETING IN PARIS. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of the Jewish World Relief 
Conference was held recently in Paris. Mr. Leo Motzkin presided. Mr. 
Isaac Ochberg, of South Africa, reported on the untiring and remarkable 
efforts displayed for seven years by the Jews in South Africa in favour of 
their brethren in Western Europe, and expressed his intention to leave

EDUCATIONAL SUBVENTIONS. 
(‘From our Correspondent.) SALONIKA, 

Mr. Salomon Mitrani, the Jewish deputy of Adrianople, has spared no 
effort in working for the good of his coreligionists of that city. He has been 
successful in obtaining from the Government a grant of 61,000 drachmas 
as<a first subvention for the two Jewish schools of Adrianople, and 
altogether 18,000 drachmas for the orphan asylum. Recently he secured 
5,500 drachmas for poor Jewish éamilies, 10,000 for the hospitals, and a 
further 25.000 for the schools. It is also due to his representations that 
the Jews of Thrace have not been conscripted by the Armenians. Mr. 
Mitrani’s other activities have included the securing of six Greek 
professors, paid by the State, for the Jewish schools, and of a subvention 
of 15,000 drachmas for the Jewish community of Jannina. 


New Synagogue in Johannesburg. 
FOUNDATION STONE LAID. 


l.ast month the foundation stone of the new synagogue being built by 
the North Johannesburg Hebrew Congregation was laid by Mr. H. A. 
Behrmann. The building isto cost £10,000. Mr. Behrmann was presented 
with a silver trowel by Mr. 8. Saharin. Mr. L. H. Behrmann, President 
of the Congregation, addressed the meeting.

AMERICAN JEWRY’S DONATIONS. 


Mr. David M. Brown, Chairman of the Appeal Committee of the War 
Victims Fund of America, had an interview during his visit to London

Appeal Committee, and Mr. S. Lipton, the Organising Secretary. 

Mr. Brown explained the methods which had been adopted in 
raising the’ eighteen million dollars in America recently, and mentioned 
that the Jews in the United States fally realised their obligations to their 
brothers in distress. The Jewish communities had taken up the appeal 
with enthusiasm, and raised even lagger sum3 than were anticipated. 
‘Mr. Brown has promised, on bis return to London from his mission to

At an International Conferenee held at Geneva, at which seventeen 
countries were represented, it was decided to endorse the proposal of Dr. 
Nansen to recommend that international passports should be issued to tho 
Russian refagees to enable them to emigrate to new homes. 


Hebrew Free Loan Association of Montreal. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


The eleventh annual report of the Hebrew Free Loan Association of 
Montrea!, cays that the past year was a successful one. Donations have 
been received to the value of 21,100 dollars. One thousand one hundred 
and sixty-four loans were issued, to the amount of 37,028 dollars, and the 
total loans granted by the Association since its inception number 9,577, 
to the value of 495,257 dollars. There is a surplus on the year of 
5,140 dollars, and the Capital Fund now stands at 25,555 dollars.

Federation of Ukrainian Jews. 
MR. ISAAC OCHBERG TO VISIT THE UKRAINE. 


At a meeting of the Execative Committee of the Federation it was 
unanimously resolved that Mr. I. Ochberg, who is proceeding to Russia in 
connection with relief work, be delégated to act as the Federation's 
representative in the Ukraine. Arrangements have been made that Mr. 
Ochberg should supervise the management of the kitchens which are to 
be opened in the Ukraine by the Federation. These kitchens wil! feed one 
thousand children. Mr. Ochberg will also see that the food destined for 
the orphans is used specifically for that purpose, and will supervise the 
distribution of the clothing sent by the Federation. He will work in 
co-operation with the local committees in the Ukraine appointed by the 
Federation, and give reports from time to tirue on the situation together 
with recommendations for relief. The Executive Committee of the 
Federation has further decided that a clothing consignment be for warded 


immediately to Trieste, en roule to Odessa, to be distributed at Mr. 
Ochberg's discretion. 


FOREIGN CONTRIBUTIONS. 

In response to an appeal from the Federation, the Jewish National 
Council in Lithuania has forwarded the sum of 250,000 German marks for 
food to be sent to the starving Jewsin the Ukraine. The Jewish National 
Council in Warsaw has also forwarded 9,214,000 Polish marks. Both 
these amounts were collected among the local Jewish populations. 


FIVE MONTHS’ ACTIVITY. 

During the last five months the Federation in London has forwarded 
food to the starving Jews in the Ukraine to the value of £31,347. The 
Federation has also decide@ to open kitchens to feed the orphans ia the 
following towns: Odessa, Ekaterinoslav, Nicolaiev, and Cherson. The 
upkeep of a child amounts to £7 per annum. The sum of £1,750 for 
the feeding of 1,000 children for the first three months has already been 
forwarded by the Federation. 

SECRETARY'S VISIT TO WARSAW. 


Mr. A. M. Kaizer, Secretary of the Fedération in London, has left for 
Warsaw in order to regalate the money remittance accounts with the

Mr. M. CASELBERG (Masterton, N.Z.)

He underwent an 
operation on the previous day. 


A TRIBUTE. 


It was at Lodz (Poland) that I first met the poet, writer, and thinker. 
Lodz, the great industrial city, the Manchester of the East, had at that 
time a population of about half a million, increased nearly to double now. 
Only a very few, however, were concerned with art, poetry, and litera- 
ture, and out of the large number of inhabitants only a few dozen read 
literature. It was in this prosaic city that David Frischmann started his 
life» work, and in spite of the lack of appropriate atmosphere, the poet 
found there inspiration, and his creative powers manifested themselves 
freely. Perbaps by contrast the surrounding materialism attracted 
and produced the poetical vein of a Frischmann, and on the other 
band an artist like Samuel Hirschenberg, who dwelt in the same 
town. It is not for me to judge Frischmann’s literary activities, and these 
few personal recollections tend to show only the great general culture, 
the wide-read mind, and the true and generous heart of our departed 
friend. David Frischmann hada fine sense of beauty, and he was of those 
—none too many—Jewish literary men who have shown interest and 
uoderstanding and love for plastic art. The fotndation of our friendship 
was rooted in this deep and sympathetic understanding of the sister art. 
His great critical sense. was subtie and ironical, but maintained always 
ite just measure. He equally bitterly attacked friend or foe when- 
ever he thought it necessary, and he upheld proudly and firmly 
the banner of Hebrew literature. And how many long endless con- 
versations on the subjects of beloved paintings and sculptures had 
as their witness the tall chimneys! of\the factories of Lodz and 
the cheerless smoky streets of the town. How many long endless 
winter evenings were spent thus in friendly intercourse, discussions 
mostly heated and passoniate among the sleepy indifference of our 
fellow treatures. Frischmann, dear friend, you are sleeping now indeed 
yourself, and your sensitive kind heart is at rest. Your writings remain 
with us, however, to give us lasting joy and pleasure, and your memory 
will be always fresh, inspiring us all who have to carry on the weary toil 
of the everyday burden of life. Farewell dear friend!—From Mr. L.

Mr. S. I. HURWITSCH. 


The death occurred in Berlin on Wednesday of Mr. 8. I. Hurwitseb, 
the well-known Hebrew writer. The deceased published a large number 


of philosophic works, and wrote a great deal on the subject of the life of 
Jesus of Nazareth.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 


CXLVI.—A GREAT OPPORTUNITY. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

The other day I met an old acquaintance whom I had not secon for 
many months. He is a distinguished City man who, though nota Jew 
himself, is deeply interested in Jews and their affairs. His first words 
were to con¢ratulate me on the adoption of the Palestine Mandate by the 
League of Nations. He was glad that the work of rebuilding the Holy 
Land could now proceed along its course without let or hindrance. But 
he expressed some disappointment with the Jews. When the Balfour 
Declaration was issued, he said, Jews the world over were clated. One 
could understand that. It was agleam of sunshineto the eyes of a people 
for whom for nearly two thousand years the sky had been overcast. 
Mutual congratulations were only natural. But it should not have ended 
there. The Jews had a wonderful opportunity. They should have 
poured millions of pounds into Palestine for the economic development 
of the country. That opportunity was missed, and the more’s the pity. 

I was touched by my friend's genuine enthusiasm. There was no 
mistaking the fact that his words came from his heart. But I felt it my 
duty to put the case in its true perspective. I said that if the conditions 
had been norma!,'the course he suggested would most probably have been 
adopted. But at that time war was raging. For many people in Europe, 
life itself was uncertain. When the war ended, Europe was impoverished. 
The Jews who lived in Europe east of the longitude of Pragus were 
willing enough to sacrifice their all for Palestine. But what was their 
all worth’? ‘The only hope lay in the United States andin England. But 
those who had the management of the Zionist Movement in hand did not 
appear to command sufficient confidence in these two countries. The 
result was disappointment. Then, 30 long asthe Mandate had not received 
the force of international ‘law, practical men began to ask about the 
security both of money and of work in Palestine. All in all, the 
position was not healthy and therefore nothing wae done. 

My friend saw the force of my arguement, and before we parted he 
asked pointedly, “And now?” 

That is the question that remained in my mind. And now’? The 
Mandate has the force of international law, and the way is open for the 
development of Palestine. Is the apathy of Jews to continue, or are wo 
to be up and doing? Many excuses may be put forward for apathy ; 
one in particular—that the timesare bad—will doubtless be heard. But 
in face of the magaitude of the opportunity, excuses lose their validity. 
Palestine now possesses the necessary framework for stable political 
conditions. Whatis now required is the means for economic develop- 
ment. There will be an abundant quantity of Jewish labour. But capital 
will be wanting. This the Jews of the world must supply. and the Jews 
of England and the United States must take the lead. Millions of pounds 
must be poured into the Holy Land, not with a view to a good return, but 
for the cause itself. If profits come, so much the better. But protits are 
not to be the be-all and end-all of the movement. Their detractors say 
of Jews that they are actuated only by the thought of gain. Here is a 
golden opportunity for proving to the world in a striking fashion that 
Jewish idealism is still a glowing reality. 

This result can be achieved only by united action. Some may hold 
that the Mandate and its official interpretation do not go far enough; 
others, again, may believe that they are just right. Some may be 
disappointed with one aspect of the case, others withanother. Some may 
be thoroughly dissatisfied with the wey the Zionist Organisation is run: 
others may regret the weakness of the religious spiritin Palestine. This, 
however, is not the time fordissensions. A great people must rise to great 
occasions; and we have sufficient imagination to understand that we are 
assisting at one of the grand events in Jewish history. Not by an 
abundance of words will it be fitly celebrated. Now is the time for 
deeds. Rich and pooralike must give of their substance asa contribution 
towards the economic development of Palestine. — 

Three opportunities will offer themselves for this purpose in the 
noar future. In a month or two the Government of Palestine | will 
float a loanin London. Let Jews see to it that the whole of that loan is 
taken up. It would be a striking and impressive fact if it were taken up 
entirely by Jews. That will be one‘opportunity. The second will be the 
appeal to the public to take shares in the Palestine Corporation, a com. 
pany founded by the Economic Board for Palestine for the purpose of 
assisting various ventures in the Holy Land. The third will be to provide 
means for the Rutenberg scheme. : 

Hitherto non-Jews have asked what Jews have done for Palestine. 
Hitherto there has not been an adequate answer. Now that the Mandate 
is & reality, that answer must not be equivocal. Ina previous generation 
the House of Rothschild, realising the magnitude of the occasion. would 
have placed itself at the head of Anglo-Jewry and given the world 
another example of wise leadership. But the House of Rothschild at 
this juncture seems to be incapab'e of high deeds where Jews are con. 
cerned. [t contents itself with backing such pettinesses as the League of 
British Jews. Even now it is not too late. Even now the old tradition 
of the Rothschilds may awake and put on its strength. If it does. so 
much the better for its respect in the eyes of the world. Butif itremains 
lethargic, the work must go on without the Rothschilds. Be the leader 
who he may, the Jewish people must make it clear that it cares for 
Palestine. The ultimate success of the Palestine venture will depend on 
how much it cares. Palestine will become what Jews make of it. 

For good or for evil, professed Zionists have kept alive the agitation 
for the restoration of Jews to Palestine. If their methods and achieve- 
ments have not found general favour, that is their misfortune and not 

present achievements, and Jews owe

and realises their distortion, then Jews will be free to pronounce even 
unreal or coarse opinions, for the public will price them at their 
true value, abd either accept or reject them according to their verity and 
without giving the anti-Semites a fresh hold upon us. One must not pu!! 
a grimace into a bad mirror. When the glass is clear, one may do so, and 
realise at once that the expression is unnatural. : 

Mr. Louis Goldiog was very amusing. He believed he had disturbed 
me and pitted my opinion against Mr. Israel Zangwill’s.

WHISK the eggs until frothy; add the sugar. P.ace the basin over @ 
Saucepan of boiling water. Keep the water simmering, and whisk the 
mixture until it is thick and ropy. Take off the fire and whisk for 
another five minutes. Sieve the flour with the baking powder, and add 
lightly to the eggs. Pot a sheet of ungreased paper on a babing s! eet, 
and place on it, some distance apart, teaspoonfuls of the mixture. Dest 
well with castor sugar, and bake in a quick oven for about eight minutes, 
Remove from the paper with a knife; use singly cr sandwich together 
with jam, or, if desired, with a little whipped cream sweetened and 
flavoured witb vanilla. 


Italian Biscuits.

Mix the flour and ground almonds together. Rub in the margarine, 
then add the sugar.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


MR. A. GOLDBERG. 


HE American Delegation to the forthcoming Zionist 
Conference in Carlsbad has arrived in London. Lt 
includes Mr. A. Goldberg, a member of the Administrative 
Committee of the Zionist Organisation of America, and 

Director of the Palestine Bureau. Mr. Goldberg is best known as 
an able journalist, he having been for nine ‘years editor of 
Dos Yiddishe Folk, the 
official Zionist organ in the 
United States. To a repre. 
sentative of the Jewish 
Chronicle Mr. Goldberg, in 
the course of an interview, 
gave an account of the 
present state of the Move- 
ment in America and the 
policy of the American 
Zionists in regard to the 
future. 


A SUCCESSFUL YEAR. 


“In spite of misgivings, 
which some entertained, as 
to the possible results of the 
pplit in the ranks of American 
Zionists,” Mr. Goldberg said, 
“we have every reason to be 


patisied with the work which has been accomplished since that 
regrettable event. We have added largely to the number of 
organised Zionists, and have collected two million dollars for the 
Keren Hayesod. Although this does not represent nearly as much as 
we hoped to collect, and indeed as it was necessary we should collect, 
if the Palestine budget was to be fully covered, nevertheless, in view of 
the fact that during the year there was an immense “drive” on behalf of 
relief work, which brought in eighteen million dollars, and having regard 
to the fact that the rich American Jews on the whole are still lukewarm 
in regard to Zionism, we did not do so badly. The sum which I have 
mentioned, moreover, does not by any means represent the total amount 
that was raised in America during the year for Palestine purposes. About 
one hundred thousand dollars in cash, and three hundred thousand more 
in pledges was raised for the Hebrew University, the National Fund 
collected one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and considerable sums 
were raised for various enterprises in Palestine by the Palestine 
Development Council. Therefore, I do not think it isan exaggeration to 
say that the total amount collected for Zionist purposes during the year 
excseded three million dollars. 
THE BRANDEIS GROUP. 

“We fully recognise,” Mr. Goldberg went on to say, “that there is a 
general feeling throughout the Zionist world that peace should be con- 
cluded with the so-called Brandeis group. Speakiug for the Zionist 
Organisation of America, I may say that we entirely share this view and 
have made many overtures to that end. 1 would point out, however, 
that whatever tay have been the case before the last Congress, no 
bitterness now remains and there is nothing in the nature of a fight now 
continuing. The Brandeis group pay their shekel and their dues to 
the Zionist Organisation and are fuliy entitled to be represented at 
Congress if they so désire. I think everybody would be happy to 
see them there again. At present we are going our several ways. We 
do not attack them and they do not attack us. There is no recrimination. 
One point, however, emerges from the present situation. I think that 
had the Palestine Development Council not come into existence as a 
result of the split, it would have been necessary to create it. For it has 
succeeded in enlisting, on behalf of Palestine, a number of forces that 
could mever have been secured for a Jewish national organisation 
pure and simple. Even the reform rabbis, who are violently 
opposed to Jewish Nationalism, and some of whom even went the 
length of opposing the resolutions on behalf of the Jewish National Home 
submitted to the Senate and House of Representatives, are warm 
supporters of the Palestine Development Council. And even if the 
leaders of the Brandeis Group desire to restore the sta‘us guo, I doubt 
very much whether they would feel themselves justified in doing so if it 
involved losing the elements that have been enlisted for the upbuilding 
of Palestine without any nationalist obligations. As I hope I have made 
clear, the whole question at present is one of leadership. The Brandeis 
group includes men whom we can ill afford to spare at the head of 
American Zionism. They are doing useful work for Palestine, but we 
want them as national leaders.

“The most significant event during the past year trom the Zionist 
point of view,” said Mr. Goldberg, “ was the endorsement of the Jewish 
National Home by the United States Congress. The resolutions sub- 
mitted to the Senate and the House of Kepresentatives commanded such 
universal support that not a single member in either House recorded an 
adverse vote, despite the opposition of a small group of ‘ die-hards.’ These 
resolutions, embodied in a bill, will shortly receive the signature of the 
President, and will thus become the declared policy of the American 
people. Everything possible was done by the States department to 
remove all obstacles in the way of the ratification of the Mandate. The 
Separation of the Mesopotamian Mandate question from that of Syria and 
Palestine was an instance of the readiness of the Government to facilitate

SERMON FOR THE WEEK: 
Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronic!e.” 


“Truth shall spring out of the earth, and righteousness sha’) 
look down from heaven.’—Psalm tanev., 11. 

These words, whatever may have been the meaning of their autho: 
suggest the way in which one part of every life stands related to anothe, 
part of the same life. There is a heaven andan earth in every man; firs: 
in his nature, then in bis experience; and itis on the proper workin. 
together of these two parts of his life that the healthiness and com 
pleteness of any man’s lifs depend. We believe that what we cali tl 
Jewish life exactly expresses the perfect combination of these two part« 
The earth of every man’s life is what we are apt tocall its practical part 
It has to do with the methods and machineries of his existence. It i 


-made up of numberless details. The house in which he lives, th 


food he eats, the business he pursues, the places where he travels, th< 
amusements in which he finds his recreation, the daily plans by whic! 
his living is conducted—these make the earth, the lower and terrestria’ 
level of his life. And then, always and around this world of methods and 
machines, as the sky is always over and around the éartb, there is tho 
world of purposes and standards—the reason why the man is doing these 
things, as distinct from the mere way in which he doesthem. To this 
world belong all the affections, all the calm or tumultuous passions, out 
of which actions are fed as the cornfields are fed out of the brooding or 
the hurrying clouds. ‘To this world belong Religion, all lofty and inspirins 
ideas, all great ambitions, all desire for culture-—everything which. 
unseen, is yet the motive and force by which the visible activities of our 
lives are set and kept in motion. They make the heaven of our life. 
As, standing on some great mountain, a man feels the solid ground 
under his feet, and sees the sweep of landscape, mountain and lake and 
plain and river, all around him; and then, over all, the sky, separate 
from the earth, yet making one system with it, living in closest relation 
with it, and meeting itall around at the horizon—these two worlds, the 
world of method and the world of motive, the world of deed and the 
world of thought, the world of embodiment and the world of inspiration — 
make up between them the total system of his life. In order fora buman 
life to be complete, both of these two worlds must be active, and both of 
them must be true. If either of them is inactive, or either of them false 

the lifeis a failure. Truth must spring out of the earth, and righteous 

ness must look down from heaven. The different failures in which 
different men’s lives issue result from the different ways in which these 
two worlds do not work, or work falsely, or do not work in barmouy 

There are men in whom the world of motive isalive, but not the world o! 
method, men in whom the world of method is alive, but not the world of 
motive; men in whom both worlds areat work, but they work on different 
principles and keep no harmony with each other. And finally there 
are men—)1)35 13)0—whose inner life expresses itself perfectly and at 
once in the outer life. | | 

When a man lets himself be satisfied with ardent aspirations which 
never go forth in deeds, with admiration of goodness which does not utter 
itself in some struggle for the increase of goodness in the world, we have 
Righteousness looking down from heaven, but no truth springing out of 
the earth to meetit. A man will let his mind dwell upon the misery of 
poverty, how dreadful are the inequalities of life, how glorious the oppor 
tunity jand pressing the necessity that those who have should give to 
those whe have not. His soul is filled with these ideals, it glows wit! 
them. The theory is perfect, the conviction is complete. And thea 
comes the demand foraction, and whereis he? He stops short upon the 
borders of his theory, and loiters in the mists of his enthusiasm. It is 
the old story of unfulfilled purposes and enthusiasms. The world m.\ 
explain it as “Hypocrisy.” They say the enthusiasm was not rea! '' 
was insincere. But it need not be that. It may be that the man is on!) 
living a half-life; living in the world of motive and not in the world ©’ 
method. 

In the opposite kind of life a man lives only in the region of action 
there is no background of enthusiasm. That the thing should be done is 
everything ; that there should be a fine, high, spiritual reason why i! 
Should be done, is nothing. Such men are tobe found in every occupation 
and profession. They don’t trouble about the ultimate reason of Join: 
good things—the reason which we express as 0°’ OW, All is of the 
earth—even religion—nothing of the heaven. It is faithfulness, inte!!: 
gence, truth, springing up from below, not looking down from above 
The danger is manifest. Let great, enthusiastic motives cease to be fe!t 
as the inspirations of the world’s activity, and sooner or later that 
activity must lose its quality of faithfulness, the work must lose its 
breadth. Religion will become formal, life will rely for its impulses upon 
the needs which spring out of the earth, not upon the inspirations whic) 
come down from heaven. 

There is a third kind of man in whom both worlds are active, bu! 
they act contradictorily ; they will not keep time with one another. 4 
man may have two consciences, a higher and a lower conscience. Both 
are based on the idea of duty, but they are set in opposition to each 
other; and the result is confusion. A man, for instance, accepts the 
daty of Humility. In the sight of God he feels himself ashamed, insigni!! 
cant; itshould seem that he has no other duty than to be humble. But 
he goes forth into the world, and finds himself in difficult situations iv 
which self-confidence is the first element of strength. There are thus 
different standards of duty to which a man has to conform. His life 
produces discords. Is it not possible to bring harmony between them ’ 

Yes; there is the sort of life which is not a failure; the sort of man— 
rare perhaps—who is alive all through, from the summit to the founda

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An Ancient Inscription. 


STORY OF THE DELUGE. 


An historical fragment of much interest and importance has been 
prought to light through the researches of Professor Albert Clay, ofedimlo 
College. Professor Cisy has succeeded in interpreting the inscription. in 

uneiform Hebrew, on a small clay tablet in the Pierpoint Morgan 
\ibrary. 

The inscription was written by one Azag-Aya, an Amorite, who was 
a “Junior scribe” in the land of Amurra, in Asia Minor. This territory 
extended roughly from the Western boundary of Babylonia to the 
Mediterranean Coast, and included what ig now Palestine. Azag-Aya 
was a contemporary of the patriarch Abraham, and the tablet he wrote 
ne declares to be a copy of au origina! inscription which is estimated to date 
pack, approximately, to the year 4000 Bo.c. The tablet itself bears 
the date, “the 28th day of the month Shebeth in the eleventh year of 
Ammigzaduga,” which corresponds with the year 1966 B.c.m. It cdnsisted 
originally of eight columns of 459 lines in all, but of these oaly portions 
of columns 1, 2, 7 and lines in all—remain, 

The writing on the clay tells the story of a deluge which, following a 
period of great drought, swept the whole of bumanity out of existence, 
with the exception of some few who were saved. The narrative bears a 
remarkable analogy to the Biblical account of the Fiood, and is of 
particular interest inasmuch as it completely stultifies the long-cherished 
theory that the story of Noah was derived by the Hebrews from 
Babylon. It would now seem that the exact opposite was the case, and 
that the Babylonian narrative was taken from that of the Hebrews. It 
isa remarkable fact, however, that nearly all Oriental nations, and many 
Western peoples, share in common a tradition of a great Deluge. These 


traditions, though they may differ in detail, are, in their essentials, very 
pearly identical. 


Back and face of Tablet deciphered by Professor Clay. 


si The portions of the fragment deciphered by Professor Clay read as 
ollows : 


“ The land had become great ; the people had multiplied. 
The land like a bull had become satiated. 
In their assemblage God was absent. 
He heard their clamour. 
He said to the great gods, 
Those observing the clamour of men, 
In their assemblage he spoke of desolations. 
' Let the fig tree for the people be cut off. 
' In their fields let the plant become a weed. 
The sheep let Adad destroy. 
The fountains of the deep let not flow, 
That the flood rise not at the source. 
Let the wind blow ; 
Let it drive mightily. 
Let the clouds be held back, that 
Rain from the heavens pour not forth. 
Let the fleld withhold its fertility. 
Let a change come over the bo3om of Nisaba. 


On the morrow ict him cause it to rain mightily, 
Let him give in the night 

Let him cause it to raiu a tempest. 

Let it come upon the field like a thief. 


They cried out and became furious. 
They sent up a clamour, 
 Theyfeare@not .. . 
Ea his mouth opened and spake: 
Why hast thou commanded ” 
I will stretch out my handtothe people . . ¢ 
The flood, which thou hast ordered .. , 
Whoishe’?

It will be observed that in this oldest extant aucestor of the Biblical 
Btory of the Deluge there is a hitherto unknown tale of a great famine. 


A later version of Azag-Aya’s text, ‘Ea and Atra-Hasis Legend,” is 
to be found in the British Museum. It is written in Akkadian, a non- 
stole Semitic dialect. Some interesting details of the old story are 
given. 


The chief significance of Professor Clay's interesting discovery lies in 
the fact that it affords conclusive proof of the Hebrew origin of the 


Biblical story of the Flood. Much light is expected to be thrown thereby 
on the narrative,

tion, in the celestial and the terrestrial portions of his life. He never 
thinks a high thought without instantly seeking to send it forth into 
fitting action; never undertakes an active duty without stroucgling to set 
behind it the profoundest motive. He is one total man. The heavenly 
part of him is not vague, and the earthly part is not contemptible. In 
such a life the discord batween the higher and the lower life disappears, 
because it takes as its pattern God, of whom the Psalmist sings: “‘The 
heaven is His throne, the earth also is His footstool.” In such a man, 
“Truth shall spring out of the earth, and righteousness shall look dows 
from heaven.”

DR. M. EPSTEIN ON “ THE GHETTO.” 


In the coursé of his lecture on “Tho Ghetto,” Dr. Epstein explained 
that the Ghetto simply meant segregation. Ghettos were at first of a 
voluntary nature and akin to those quarters where, in the Middle Ages, 
people of the same calling, such as goldsmiths, weavers, etc., would live 
together and practise their means of livelihood. Cambridge was an 
example of this, for a university was the living together of students, 
scholars, and teachers under their own jurisdiction. It was then easy to 
understand how Jews came to live together in those quariers where they 
could live by themselves. It must be quite clear thatin the early Middle 
Ages non-Jews lived in hearty co-operation with Jews. Compulsory 
ghettos existed in Germany before the sixteenth century, but 


the first compulsory ghetto in Italy was formed in Venice 
in 1516. Compulsory ghettos, it would appear, were largely 
the result of trade jealousy. The next important ghetto in 


Italy was established in ome in 1556. In the sixteenth century 
ghettos sprang up everywhere, and up tothe eighteenth century, wherever 
Jews lived, it might be said that they were compelled to live in ghettos. 
A limited space was assigned to them, sometimes a single street, and the 
ghetto could not be enlarged. It was something inthe nature of a prison 
and a place of repression, but at times it was also a means of protection, 
because at each entrance was a gate which was closed at night, but 
which, in case of need, could be closed by day. 

Cut off from the influence of outside culture and civilisation, Jews 
were compelled to devote their energies to their own literature and 
culture. Consequently the intellectual life of the Jews was narrowed down 
and blunted. As population increased the ghetto became crowded, and 
a housing shortage, familiar to us in our day, became an ever pressing 
problem. The problem was met by the institution of a tradition which 
prevented competition for housesr. People in possession of a house were 
allowed to remain in possession, and to own a house or part of one was a 
right which was highly prized. This right could be inberited and even 
brought by daughters as part of their dowries. Jews had their own local 
government and officers. There existed in the ghetto a family spirit, a 
spirit of co-operation with much to commend it. Taxes were levied on 
the ghetto, and the wealthier members, who were usually the officers, 
helped the poorer members by subscribing more than their fair share, and 
thus tended to get more power in their hands. The ghetto had its own 
bakehouse, ite own dancing hall, which was used for social activities, 
wedding celebrations, etc. The sturdiness of the Jew, his capacity for 
holding out and triumphing over difficulties, was duo ina large measure to 
his experiences during these three centuries. The leeturer mentioned 
the ghetto at Frankfort and the Red House, still to be seen, whence the 
house of Rothschild had sprung, and the old Jewish synagogue at Prague. 


In Eastern countries ghettos existed up to our own time and many 
Juropean ghettos had disappeared only in the last fifty or sixty years. 
Jews have had but fifty years contact with the genera! stream of 
modern life. What then might they not do when all the ghetto walls had 
been thrown down and the ghetto spirit removed’? For the last three 
centuries the Jew had been crushed and oppressed. It was as if a beauti- 
ful flower had been crushed by a stone, but now the stone was removed 
the flower might revive and give forth fruit which the world might yet 


enjoy. 
DR. RADIN ON “JEWS IN ROME.”’ 


Speaking on “The Jews in Rome,” Dr. Radin said that 150 B.c.&. to 
$25 C.B., when Christianity became a state religion, was a period charac. 
terigsic of freedom of intercourse. In the reign of Augustus there were 
#300 to 4,000 Jews in Rome. The Roman Jewry of that time could be 
divided into two groups—the colonised and the more or less orthodox Jews. 
Up to the year 250.8, the Christians or Judean-Christians were regarded 
as a very minor sect of the Jews. From 400 C.B. to 1850 C.E. was 
a period of restriction of intercourse. From the Jewish point of 
view the Jews changed from a broader to a more specific outlook. 
The centres of Jewish culture were in North Africa and Spain. 
From 1200 to 1500, as there was ‘a revival without the walls of 
Rome, there was a revival) within, and the Jewish community was 
stimulated by the revival of culture in the city. Throughout that 
period there were four great tendencies—intellectual, mystic, con- 
seFvative and artistic. Tbe lecturer dealt with each of these in turn, 
showing his audience the extent to which the Jews had absorbed the 
culture of each. The last-named they absorbed to the greatest extent 
because it did not disagree with their religious ideals. With the end of 
this great period, which might be said toend when the Jews were absorbed 
in the Ghetto, there came a more sectarian outlook upon life, and 
culture became more local and parochial.

Now that the facts regarding these perform- 
ances are before the public, it is inconceivable that the torture of helpless 
animals for purposes of public entertainment should be allowed to continue 
in this country, and we appeal with confidence for assistance in securing 
for stage animals those elementary measures cf protection recommended 
in the Select Committee's Report.

Witbin the last twelve years many successful experiments in cultivatin, 
the land have been carried out.

THE JEWISH AGENCY.

the world. 

To extend the parable, we may now ask: Is the bridge to be built by 
Mr. Kutenberg going to be made of ironor paper? Weall reccive count 
less prospectuses of companies being formed for various undertakings. 
containing ingenious inducements for our financial co-operation. But 
when we are appealed to as J¢ws to join the Rutenberg enterprise, we are 
entitled to enquire, is there any Jewish element in the scheme? or 
example: Do the articles of association include any provision for the 
observance of the Day of Rest, the Sabbath for the Jewish work 
man, the Friday for the Mohammedan workman, and the Sunday 
for tho Christian workman’ If the Rutenberg scheme containad 
such a clause, it would without doubt win the admiration of the world 
for ite vindication of the Torah in its practical interpretation in daily life. 
It would cncourage Jews outside Palestine to ask for and obtain from 
Gentile employers facilities for Sabbath Observance. It would serve ax 
a splendid illustration of the sincerity of the Jewish ideal to grant 
freedom and equality to all without distinction of race or creed. If. 
however, on the other hand, the Rutenberg schemedoes not expressly 
inciude such a provision for the observance of the Day of Rest, then 
Gentile employers outside Palestine will clearly have the right to say t: 
Jews who apply to them for employment with facilities for Sabbat! 
Observance, “ Why should we concede to you what your own people wi!! 
not grant you or us in the Land of your Fathers?” The Mandate fv: 
Zion may thus prove a curse instead of a blessing, if the Jewish peop! 
ignore the Mandate from Sinai, to be a Holy Nation. 

1 know but little of engineering or finance, so 1 cannot say wheth«r 
Sir J. Norton-Griffiths, M.P., is right or wrong in bis view that the 
Rutenberg concession is not worth “a bob.” But if the bridges to be 
built by Mr. Rutenberg will not be the paper bridges, the Scroll of the 
Torah, and if the electricity to be supplied by him will not be the Ligh» 
of Religion, then I am convinced that the concession he bas obtained wi! 
not be worth “a bob” to Judaism.

There are two methods of slaughter. First, the direct bleeding by 
sovoring the carotids and other blood-vessels of the nec} Secondly, the 
preliminary stunning of the animal, for the purpose of sparing the animal 
the alleged paims from cutting the throat. The kind of stunning with 
which we are most familiar takes the form of pole-axing To decide 
which kind of killisag may claim to be the more humanitarian, we bave 
to discover when unconsciousness supervenes in either method. The 
moment of death is a matter of no importance in such an enquiry. 
noonsciousness Supervenes as soon

ic cut off. It would, therefore, supervene within a few seconds of 
tne arteries of the neck being cut through—which is the Jewish meshed 
of slanghter.

to anemia of the brain. pep nvulsions 


In the Jewish method, the only pain felt by the animal is that caused 
py the cut through the soft parts of the neck. [tis very slight, because 
the knife used by a Jewish butcher is exceedingly sharp. The sharper 
the instrument, the less pain. The non Jewish method of stunning an 
animal before putting it to death is believed by those who advocate it to

without any pain whatever. But, considering that the skull of an animal 
—particularly that of an ox—is very hard indeed, and consists of a double 
bony case, it is practically impossible to stun an anima! with the first blow. 
Asarule, a pumber of blows have to be administered. and this involves 
considerable cruelty. The animal may fail to the ground after the first 
stroke, but that does not in the least prove that it has lost conscious- 
ness. The tact that non-Jewish butchers strike an anima! several times 
—four, five, or even eight times—before beginning to slaughter it—shows 
that they do not expect the first blow to produce unconsciousness. Even 
in man, whose skull is exceedingly thin. blows on the head do not 
invariably produce unconsciousness. 


It has been computed that om an average five to six blows are 
required to stan au animal completely. If we assume that the lifting 
of the hammer, the blow, and theinterva!l between one blow and another 
occupy only one second each, the animal's sufferings must last not less 
than twelve seconds before it ceases to’ feel—as against three or five 
seconds by the Jewish method. Cases have been known in which the 
most terrible sufferings have been inflicted by the non-Jewish method 
of stunning-ranning into minutes rather than seconds—whereas the 
single cut by a Jewish slaughterer through the blood vessels of the 
neck causes loss of consciousness within five seconds. Anyone who has 


WITNESSED POLE-AKING, 


which is the general methodin use in this country, must have observed 
that several blows are usually required before the animal loses con- 
sciousness. It is not only cruel to the animal, but dangerous also to the 
slaughtermen. From the bumanitarian point of view there is hardly any 
com parison between this and the Jewish method. And likewise from a 
hygienic point of view—because the injury to the brain by the non. 
Jewish method causes paralysis of the vaso-motor nerves, and the 
consequent accumulation of the biood in the veins results in the rapid 
decomposition of the meat. Sometimes pole-axing is resorted to with 
the aid of a mask. It is fixedon the animal's head so as to cover 
its cyes. A hole is left open opposite the middle of the forehead, 
through which a bolt is driven by means of a heavy wooden mallet. The 
bolt is subsequently withdrawn, anda cane is introduced into the brain 
for the purpose of destroying the medulla. -Allsuch processes obviously 
intlict considerable cruelty. The best proof that the mask fails to obviate 
sifering is seen in the fact that since it was invented there have been

CAMP OF THE LONDON REGIMENT. 

Although smaller in numbers than usual, the camp of the London 
Regiment held at Felpham, near Bognor, was in ali other respects one of 
the most successful in its history. In order to economise in railway fares, 
a change was made from the usual Bank Holiday week for the camp, with 
the result that the rumbers attending were less than usual. 

Parading at Camperdown House at 9 a.m. on Friday, July 2th, the 
regiment marched through the City to London Bridge Station, where 
& special train was provided for the party. 

Arriving at Boguor shortly after noon, the parade ‘under the com. 
mand of Major Tabbush) formed up in the station yard, and then marched 
to the camp at Felpham. Thanks to the hard work of the fatigue party, 
everything was in readiness for the incomers. Forming up onthe parade 
ground, the orders for the day were read out by the camp adjutant. In 
accordance with custom, no lads were allowed out of camp during the day, 
the afternoon being given over to the drawing of bedding, kits,etc. After 
tea, the ushering in of the Sabbath was celebrated by the reading of the 
Friday evening service. No more appropriate setting could be found for the 
service than the open field. The service was conducted by the Rev. I. 
Brodie, and one of the most impressive features of the whole camp was 
the beautiful rendering of the choral! portions by the Brigade choir, under 
the direction of Sgt. Major Ansell. The Sabbath and week-day morning 
services were brightened by the inclusion of bymus and other choral 
renderings by the choir. 

On Saturday, after breakfast, a service was held at which Mr. Brodie 
delivered an address. Mr. Brodie’s departure on Sunday morning was the 
occasion of deep regret, and for the rest of the camp the services were 
conducted by Major B. M. Woolf, M.C. After the service the first bathing 
parade was held.

Oo Thursday afternoon, the Felpham sports ground was secured for 
the annual sports meeting of the Regiment, which it had been decided to 
hold at camp instead of in London. There were nearly 200 competitors 
entered for the various events, and thanks to the admirable arrange 
ments of the aports officer, Lieut. C. L. Magnus, the meeting was very 
successful. Hammersmith Company secured the “B. L. Abrahams” 
Cup for the highest score, with 14 points, and was followed by Brondes. 
bury and Southwark Companies, who tied with 5 points each for second 
place for the “Sports Committee's” cup. 

The camp was inspected on Friday morning by Co!. R. J. Campbell, 
D.S.0., Inspector of Physical Training. Arriving in camp with Lady 
Swaythling, Col. Campbell was received by the Brigade Commandant, 
Col. Sir F. GL.

STUDIES IN JEREMIAH. 


“PROPHECY AND RELIGION: STUDIES IN THE LIFE OF JEREMIAH,” by 
Dr. John Skinner (Cambridge University Press), consists of the lectures, 
in an expanded form, originally delivered in New College, Edinburgh, in 
the spring of 1920, and now published in accordance with the terme of 
the Cunningham Lectureship. The author's choice of subject was 
influenced by a long-standing interest in the study of Jeremiah’s work 
and personality, as well as a hope that he might stil] be able to contribute 
something to an understanding of his (Jeremiah’s) message to his own 
ago and to the present day. In the view of Dr. Skinner, that the life of 
Jeremiah marks a climax and turning-point in the history of prophecy is 
recognised by all recent students of the religion &t_Israel, although 
different estimates bave been given of the qualities that distinguish 
Jeremiah from his predecessors. Jeremiah’s specific greatness lies 
in the sphere of personal religion. The strongly marked emotionalism 
of his s:mperament is not to be regarded as a weakness or an impedi- 
ment, but as the endowment of a spirit touched te fine issues, and 
perbaps a necessary condition of the heart to heart converse with God 
which unsealed within him the perennial fount of true piety—the religious 
susceptibility of the individual soul. This discovery of individua) fellow- 
ship with God, which is Jeremiah’s great contribution to religious 
experience, is also the clue to his own spiritual biography. The 
discovery came to him through the stern discipline of his life, 
through long travail of soul, and much contact with the world of 
men; but it is the direction in which his life was guided from the 
first by the spirit cf God, and long before the goal was consciously 
realised we catch glimpses of the steps by which he was led into the 
secret of personal communion with God. Dr. Skinner’s main object is to 
trace the growth of personal piety in the history of Jeremiah and to 
elucidate the significance of pre-exilic prophecy as seen through bis mind. 
The life of Jeremiah, like every human life, has its incidents, its conflicts 
and agonies, its heights and depths, its pathos and its tragedy; and in all 
its varied experiences it is an instructive and fascinating study. But 
through all its merely human aspects we can see in it the ¢ fliorescence of 


the spiritual principles which are the essence of the prophetic movement 


im Israel. 

In a chapter on “ The Inner Lifeof Jeremiab,” Dr. Skinner deals with 
the so-called “ Confessions of Jeremiab,” passages interspersed here and 
there in the middle part of the book, from the end of chapter xi. to 
chapter xx. Although few in number, these passages have a peculiar 
interest, both from a biographical and from a religious point of view. 
They supply material for a chapter on the inner life of Jeremiah, 
buch as could be written in the memoir of no other prophet. The 
characteristic of these:" confessions” is that in the form, sometimes 
of monologue, but more frequently of strangely ingenuous and arresting 
colloquy witb God, they lay bare the inmost secrets of the prophet’s life, 
his fightings without and fears within, his ental conflict with adversity 
and doubt and temptation, and the reaction of his whole nature ona 
world that threatened to crush him and a task whose difficulty over- 
whelmed him. There is nothing .quite like these “confessions” in 
the range of devotional literature. Communipgs of the soul with God, 
as tender and intimate, meditations as profound, prayers as fervent 
and sincere, may be found in the Psalms and the great classics 
of the spiritual life; but ' Jeremiab’s experience is unique in 
this respect, that it springs out of a prior official relation to 
God whicb he bad in virtue of bis prophetic vocation. It is true that the 
call to be a prophet was itself a religious experience, involving direct and 
continuous intercourse of the prophet with God; but from the nature of 
prophecy this intercourse was limited to God's dealings with the nation 
of Israel, and left unsolved, or even intensified, the problem of personal

‘and satisfactions of buman existence filled him with a wistful regrot, 


and he would fain have been released from the constraint of th¢ 
divine word. At such moments there burst from him those cries 
de profundis which sre the ground note of the “confessions.” In 
his distress he spreads his complaint before God, praying for ine 
vindication of his message and the victory of his cause, and seekin: 4 
sure foundation for his life in the eterna) purpose. Such in outline ix ihe 
trend of Jeremiah’s experience as unfolded in these passages of ««//. 
revelation. We fin ere a certain expansion or sublimation of ‘he 
prophetic consiounneas gt the larger relationship which is proy::ly 
called Religion—a relation of which one term is God, and the other tirm 
is the human soul, in its desolation and weakness and need, anid its 
irrepressible craving for assurance of its worth to the God who mace it, 
That transformation, for all we can tell, may have taken place more than 
once in the history of prophecy, but the characteristic record of it ix the 
“ Confessions of Jeremiah.” 

Dr. Skinner is singularly happy in his treatment of the brief episude 
of Gedaliah’s governorship. The appointment of Gedaliab was an 
experiment in local autonomy, which exhibits in a very favourable |iht 
the pacific tendency of the Babylonian imperialism. It vindicated, wien 
too late, the soundness of Jeremiah’s repeated counsels to sulrende: the 
capital to the Chaldean armies. Even now, in spite of the severity with 
whicb he had crushed and punished the rebellion, Nebuchadnezzar had 
no thought of exterminating the Jewish people. There are not sufficient 
data on which to base a reliable estimate of the extent to which the 
country was depopulated, but it is exceedingly probable from many 
indications that the great majority of the inhabitants were left in the land. 
They are described as “ the poorest of the Jand,” but the statements of the 
Book of Kings are consistent with the assumption that they were the bik 
of the Judean p2asantry, apart from the citizens of Jerusalem and the 
well-to-do landowners throughout the kingdom. Over this not incon- 
siderable population Nebuchadnezzar set a governor of their own 
race, a member of one of their noblest families; and 
into his hands he committed the task of restoring order and 
confidence in the still unpacified provinc®. In Gedaliah, the sun of 
Akikam, the Babylonians appear to have found a man*0df outstanding 
character and ability, thoroughly sympathetic with their policy, and 
capable, if he had lived longer, of working it out successfully. He may 
have been one of those who bad taken Jeremiah’s advice, and gone over 
to the Chaldeans before or during the siege. At all events he was on the 
side of Jeremiah against the pseudo-patriotic faction which had forced 
the king into the struggle with Babylon. He was convinced, like the 
prophet, that the one hope of national regeneration lay ip sub- 
mission to the irresistible yet lenient sway of the King of Babylon in 
whose clemency he had unbounded confidence. And he showed the 
courage of his convictions by his willingness to undertake the arduous 
and dangerous duty of building up a new commonwealth out of the 


- wreck which war had made of the kingdom of Judah. He fixed his 


residence at Mizpab, from whence as a centre he hoped gradually to 
consolidate his rule over the unsettled districts. As if to assure the new 
community of God’s benediction on their enterprise, the fruit harvest of 
that autumo was unusually abundant. In Mizpab itself, they gathered 
wine and summer-fruits very much”; and the fertile valleys and 
hill-slopes rang with joyous vintage music which celebrated the return 
of peace and prosperity to the war-stricken land. But all this fair 
promise of returning prosperity was blighted in an evil hour by the 
treacherous murder of Gedaliab. Awong the field- commandants whe 
came to make their peace with the Governor was a certain Ishmae), the 
son of Nethaniahb, a prince of the blood, who was known or suspected by 
hie companions of being in treasonable correspondence wit! thé 
King of the Ammonites. When these men warned Cedaliab that 
Ishmael had been bribed to assassinate him, the brave young noble: 
man refused to believe them; and when Jobanan ben-Kareab proposed 
to Gedaliah to do away seeretiy with the traitor, the governor 
peremptorily forbade him, telling bim that his suspicions did injustice 
to Ishmael. In due time Ishmael arrived at Mizpab with a band of 
ten desperadoes, and was hospitably entertained by the too coniiding 
governor. lo the night the assassins rose and carried out their bloody 
design. Gedaliab and his retinue perished in a genera) massacre oF tho 
resident Jews and Chaldeans, in which, however, the roya) princesse® 
and some others were spared and made prisoners. A still more ghastly 
and revolting tragedy was enacted on the following day, when eighty 
unsuspecting pilgrims going up to the ruined sanctuary at Jerusalem 
were lured out of their way and butchered in the streets of Mizpab, with 
the exception of ten men who saved their lives by disclosing secret stores 
of corn and fruit concealed in caves and cisterns in the neighbourhood. 


_ The outrage was promptly, but only partially, avenged. The guerilla 


chiefs who had been won over by the generosity of Gedaliab, witt 
Johanan ben-Kareab at their bead, swiftly collected their forces, aod 
intercepted the flight of Ishmae) at Gibeon, where the cowardly ruffiat 
abandoned his captives and his booty, and made his escape with eigh! of 
his ten accomplices across the Jordan to Ammon. 


Dr. Skinner bas an engaging manner in the display of his ability ‘0 
set incidents in their historic perspective. He possesses a clear gift or 
bringing out the inner meaning of many a passage in Jeremiab’s pro 
phetic message. Nevertheless, his work, “Prophecy and Religion” cannot 
escape acting on the mind of a Jewish reader as a delightful irritant 3° 
irritant in some ways as delightful in other parts. We must profound'y 
dissent from some of Dr. Skinner’s conclusions, and the difference will 
vary in degree and emphasis in particular cases. For instance, Dr. Skinner 
points out that tradition has pictured Jeremiah sitting disconsolate amoné 
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the ruins of Jerusalem, pouring forth his grief in the plaintive and haunting 
strains of the Hebrew elegy. Butalthough the second and fourth poems of 
the Book of Lamentations present every mark of having been composett by 
an eye-witness of the Chaldean overthrow of Jerusalem, Dr. Skinner 
says the ascription of them to Jeremiah rests on no better foundation 
than a heading in the Greek version, and he regards the internal evidence 
as almost decisive against the view that Jeremiah was the author. Dr. 
Skinner thinks the anonymous poet who wrote these verses has a feeling 
for the calamity of bis people perbaps as sensitive as Jeremiah's, but his 
poetic genius is inferior and his religious temper of a different cast. In 
the view of Dr. Skinner, the author of Lamentations adopts the artificial 
form of the acrostic, and elaborates his lines with a nicety of which 
Jeremiah shows no trace. In this line of argument, Dr. Skinner has 
overlooked the illustrations of Dante and Milton whooccupy distinguished 
places a8 writers of prose as well as of poetry 

Again, in the chapter on “ Temple and Sacrifice,” Dr. Skinner draws 
a sharp antithesis between ceremonial and ethics in a way that seems to 
exclude the possibility of a union between ritual and morality. He 
admits that the prophets’ repudiation of sacrifice was not absolute, 
but relative to the prevalent delusion that cultus apart from conduct has 
an inherent value inthe sight of God. That is to say, they did not reject 
sacrifice as such, but only as offered by a people that had lost the true 
knowledge of God. But Dr. Skinner maintains that the prophetic 


principle goes further than that. He erroneously goes to the extreme of — 


holding that the prophets never ¢emand a purified ritual, but always and 
exclusively the fulfilment of the ethical commands of God. 

In another direction Dr. Skinner: commits the grievous fault of 
reading into his study of Jeremiah his own interpretation of modern 
Christianity. He indicates that there are limitations in Jeremiah's 
religious experience, judged by comparison with the Christian ideal, and 
that Joremiah bad not learned the lesson of the Cross. Yet, according to 
Dec. Skinner, in projecting his own personal experience into the future as the 
form which true religion must assume universally, Jeremiah threw a bright 
beam of light across the ages; and it falls at last on Oae who is the 
Yea and the Amen toall the promises of God—on Jesus the mediator of the 
New Covenant, and the Author of eternal salvation. In the same strain, 
Dr. Skinner writes that Jeremiah's life of unrewarded labour, of 
unparalleled endurance, and absolute fidelity to God, gave men a truer 
insight into the great law of suffering and led them on still further to the 
idea of the one perfect and sinless Servant of the Lord—the Man of 
sorrows and acquainted with grief, the Lamb of God which taketh away 
the sin of the world. 

This last elementin Dr. Skinner's exposition is more appropriate to 
an avowedly Christian tract than to an objective interpretation of a 
Biblical book. We therefore turn aside from this aspect of Dr. Skinver's 
treatment with jastifiable impatience and without feeling the necessity 
in this connection of making the slightest attempt at discussion or refuta. 
tion. Ur. Skinner's studies in the life of Jeremiah are brisk and lucid. 
They present the chief tendencies of Jeremiah's teaching ina clear and 
attractive manner. They indicate the details and deal with the side 
iss.es without any confusion of the main line of argument. [6 is jast 
because “Propheey and Religion ” is so richly suggestive and possesses 30 
many virtues, and thus reaches the standard of a really iu:portant con 
tribution to modern scholarship, that attention must fearlessly, however 
regretfully, be drawn to its defects from a Jewish point of view. In this 
department of Dr. Skinner's interpretation of Jeremiah, judgment cannot 
be allowed to go by default. 5. L. 


Virgil and the Return to Zion. 


The student who has learnt his Old Testament, and his histories of 
Greece and Rome, as if knowledge were divided into water-tight com- 
partments, makes an epochal discovery when he lights upon Virgil with 
the aid of an understanding teacher. Here is Elissa with a sister named 
Anna, and a nurse called Barce, who naturally suggest Elisha, Eliza, 
tlivabeth, Hannah and the place spoken of in the Passover Hagada as 
the home of the children of Barak. Here is the still more striking find of 
the Messianic prophecies in the Fourth Eclogue. It is impossible to read 
the poem which we have mentioned without being reminded of Isaiah. 

Mr. Blackwell, of Oxford, has just published in England “ Vergil : 
a Diography, by Professor Tenney Frank, of Johns Hopkins University,”* 
a little book printed in the United States. Mr. Frank surveys, in 194 
oCLAvo pages, the results of recent research, and arrives at certain 
conclusions. Their novelty chiefly depends upon the fact that 
Virgil, though a North Italian by birth, must be’ identified by 
culture with Naples, which still honours the poet by the monument 
near Posilippo. The new criticism gives importance to certain compara. 
tively unpolished verses with which Virgil's name has always been more 
or less doubtfully associated, poems which he may have wished to have 
burnt, as he desired at his death to have the uofinished A:oseid burnt. 
The wisdom of August preserved us from that disaster, and at last the 
Carly efforts of the poet, as they are now supposed to wave been, are used 
to give a truer idea of the genesis of that rare faculty which earned for 
the son of a farmer of Cisalpine Gaul, his world-wide influence and 
renown. At Naples, Virgil, who had already gone through educational 
courses at Cremona, Milan, and Rome, heard the lectures of Siro, an 
Epicurean philosopher, of whose villa he perhaps became possessed 
after his teacher’s death about 42 B.C.E. Siro and his close friend 
Philodemus, were “ Oriental philosophers.” Naples was still practically 
Greek city. was, as its magnificent bay will always make it, a 
great port, and therefore the resort of foreigners. 

Philodemus was a Ga@arene, though not ofthe herd with which the 
name of the city and of his teacher Epicurus has become familiarly 
associated. He hadalso studied with Zeno of Sidon, and the remains of 
his villa, which have been found in the ruins of Herculaneum, constitute

& museum of Epicurean antiquities. That Virgil had chapter elevea of 
(saiah before hig eyes when he wrote the ith LEclogue Professor 
Tenney Frank does not suppose, he is not even sure that the poet had 
seen the Sibylline oracles (which have been extensively quoted in the 
Jewish Chronicle in former years) containing so strange a mixture of 
Mithraic, Greek and Jewish conceptions, but he does not doubt that bis 
hero was in a general way well-informed of, and permeated with, such 
mystica and apocalyptic sentiments as every Gadarene and every 
Greek from the Orient might well know. In talks with Philodemus and 
Siro they may have recalled stories of Saviour princes which they had 
heard in their youth in the East. Throughouf the comparatively civilised 
but weaker countries conquered by the Macedonians, prophetic utterances 
foretold the return of independence and prosperity under the leadership 
of some worthier than the Seleucids. Since Philodemus grew to boyhood 
under Jewish rule, he cannot fail to have been told of the Redeemer who 
was to come to Zion. “It may well be,” Mr. Frank concludes, “thata 
stray image whose ultimate source was none other than Isaiah came in 
this indirect fashion into Virgil's poems.” 

The reasons are more definitely indicated by exact references in 
this judicially compiled little book, which will be read with great interest 
by all concerned in scholarship and in the hope of the Return. 

A less serious outcome of Virgil's Syrian intimacies is given in the 
“Copa,” which Mr. Frank accepts as the poet's sketch of a Syrian girl, a 
western geisha, inviting wayfarers into ber inn at some charming 
Italian village not far, perhaps, from the orange groves of Sorrento.

That there is an upward trend in popular musical taste isindubitable, 
and in all justice it is to a great measure due not to the promoters of 
concerts, popular or classical, but to that much-derided source “the 
pictures,” which the people witness to the accompaniment of Schubert's 
vreat Unfinished Symphony,” Sibelius’s “ Valse Triste,” and excerpts 
from the classical masters. The management of the Stoll Picture House 
bave realised this upward movement, and are going to cultivate it. At 
ihe big Kingsway House, now tbe Stoll P.cture House, they have instituted

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The report on the Valuation of the Order and its branches as at 
December ist, 1919, has been received, and forty-five lodges show a 
solvency of 2s. to 25s. 6d. in the £ with an average solvency of 20s. 74. 
in the £. The Order's Shield will be presented to the Annie Spiers 
Lodge, No. 93 (Birmingham), for having secured the largest increase of 
members for the year ending July, 1922. New premises are to be erected 
opposite the Beth Hamedrash, in Commercial Road, to house central 
offices, conference ball, and meeting rooms for Lodges. Eloquent figures 
are furnished in the report, showing the help which has been rendered 
to the Convalescent Home. To June, 1922, a sum exceeding £2,000 has 
been paid ia contributions, and an additional sum of £370 ia donations 
and voluntary levies. 

At June, 1922, the membership on the voluntary side was 8.777 and 
the funds exceeded £40,000. As regards National Health Insurance, the 
membership at the end of 1920 was 8,200. During 1921, new members 
totalled 1,467, whilst 778 lapsed, giving a net increase of nearly 700. The 
investments on National Health Insurance accounts stand at £414.58, 
whieh includes £15,060 held by the Ministry on the investment account 
at interest and £5,451 standing to the current account. :

He said his Order was overcoming all difficulties, and he was 
in @ position to say that before very long every member would contribute 
tothe Home. Mr. J.H. Taylor, B.A., replying for the Achei Lov Society, 
described the Home as a symbol of what Jewish brotherhood could 
achieve. Mr. D. Baumgart, for the Master Ladies’ Tailors ()rganisa.- 
tion, promised further help from his Society. Mr. M. Levy then pro 
posed a vote of thanks to Dayan Feldman and Sir Stuart Samuei for 
their attendance.

‘*Rashi’’ is the pame usually given 
to R. Solomon ben Isaac (Itzchaki) 
-s Rashi was born at Troyes, in 
Champagne, l’rance, in 1040, and was 
a nephew of Simon ben Isaac, who 
was a noted Rabbi of Mayence. He 
visited Talmud seminaries in that 
town, Worme and Speyer, and neither 
poverty nor family cares damped his 
ardour for Talmudic atudies. After 
he had mastered the whole of the 
Talmud, he returned to Troves, where 
he acted as Rabbi. Pupils flocked to 
him from a!! parts of France and 
Germany,and he was consulted by 
learned correspondents on points 
of Jewish lawand matters of interpre- 
tation. Bothas a teacher of numerous 
disciples and as a tireless letter- 
writer, he showed an extraordinary 
knowledge of the whole range of 
Talmudic literature, a wonderful 
grasp of ite intricacies, and, at the 
same time, tho greatest modesty in 
regard to his own attainments.

which does not include the Book 
of Chronicles, is short, simple, 
and strives always to discove: 
the true meaning of the passages 
or. words dealt with. But h 
allows himself often to indulge in 
allegorigal interpretations, followiny 
the example of the Talmudic Sages. 
As a grammarian Rash: is not dis. 
tinguished, but he had an instin«' 
for the niceties of the language 
which seldom led him astray. His 
Bible commentary wae much 
esteemed that to this day it has been 
the indispensable companion of a!! 
who would understand the Scriptures 
and know the traditional Jews!) 
interpretation. 

But Rashi revealed his fall powers 
in bis commentary on the Talmud. 
He appreciated every difficu'ty and 
anticipated every query. To him 
Jewry owes the great expansion «! 
Talmuic study. 

Rasbi undertook many journeys 
on which he doubtless made himee 
acquainted with the many differen’ 
readings of Talmudic texts. He die: 
in 1105 at Worms, and many legen: 
are recounted concerning bim.
